Successful candidates should be 
prepared to accept employment 
wherever job opportunities exist. 


SALARIES AND BENEFITS 


Wages from farm employment, 
depending on experience, can 
| compare quite favorably with 
wages in other industries. For the 
single person, accommodation 
with the farm family including 
board and laundry may be 
provided. For married persons, 
benefits can include house, heat, 
hydro, and in some cases, milk, 
meat and a vegetable garden. 


Time off, vacation, hours of 
work, etc., should be discussed 
by employer and employee atthe 
time of hiring.
